CO NSTANTINOPLE 
AFTER SMYRNA 

Massacre at Smyrna Worst In History 
of the World— Hiirhar Killed 
With Victims of Turk- 
ish Horror 

London, Sept. 10. — Hritlsh rein- 
forcements were landed at Constanti- 
nople today, while Turkish cavalry ap- 
proached within a tew miles of the 
city. 

Four nritlxh cruisers and eight de- 
stroyers conveyed the troops to the 
ancient Turkish capital, which Mus- 
tapha Kama!, leader of the nationalist 
forces, threatens to lleto from the 
allies. 

Two regiments and mi airplane 
squadron of five machines comprised 
the reinforcements. 

Detachments of allied marines at- 
tempting to land at Smyrna yeaterday, 
were prevented from bo doing by Rem- 
allst troops massed on tlin dock, ac- 
cording to advices received hero today.

THOUSANDS OUT OF WORK 
WHEN FORD PLANTS CLOSE 

Henry Ford .Makes (Jood Hlg Threat of 
Several Weeks Aero to Close His 
Plants Because Of Coal Shortage. 

Detroit, Sept. 15. — Henry Ford late 
today took steps to close his Detroit 
automobile plants, beginning tonight, 
threreby throwing upwards of 100,000 
workers In the Detroit district out of 
employment for an Indefinite period. 
He asked officials of the Detroit Street 
Railway to re-arrange Its schedules to 
care for the night forces at his various 
factories, who will bo dismissed at 11 
o'clock, It was announced. 

Announcement of the Intended clos- 
ing came from officials of the street 
railway company. No official state- 
ment from Mr. Ford or his executives 
was forthcoming late today, it having 
been stated this mornire r.t the For.i 
offices that the mniiufucl'-irer's an- 
nouncement several week.; -.^o that he 
would close September IB "would 
stand" unless he altered his plan;. 

The railway company, it was an- 
nounced, was requested to concen- 
trate its cars at the Highland Park 
and other Ford plants at 11 o'clock to- 
night to carry the shifts finishing 
work at that hour, as well as those re- 
porting for work to their homes. The 
day shifts will be dismissed at the end 
of the working day tomorrow, the 
street railway company was Informed. 

Simultaneously it was announced a 
number of smaller manufacturing con- 
cerns here that supply the Ford plants 
with parts and accessories will close. 
These companies employ upwards of 
30.000 men. The Ford workers to be 
thrown out of employment total ap- 
proximately 70,000. 

Mr. Ford announced several weeks 
ago that he would close his Detroit 
plants September 16 because of the 
coal situation.

Tho German fre' u ht steamer, Alsa 
Hugo Stlnneh, moored to the wharf, 
■-i-ught fire but succeeded in putting 
out Into tho river before serious dam- 
age was done. Sfl-jond Officer Schall 
and Machinist Kut.'zer of the vessel 
ler.ped Overboard, according to sallorB, 
and SJ.ia!l Buffered a broken leg. Both 
were removed to hospital! as was the 
chief engineer of the V. S. towboat 
S impson, who was struck by a stream 
from a fire hose and knocked uncon- 
scious. Three Government launches 
moored, to the wharf were destroyed. 
The fire started ii. a box car loaded 
with burlap bagging. Twenty-two cars 
of burlap were burned. 

Firemen said their work was ham- 
pered by spectators who crowded up 
to within a few yards of the burning 
warehouses and who blocked traffic 
for many blocks with automobiles. Not 
until the fire had been in progress al- 
most two hours were the spectators 
pushed back.

INFORM THE PEOPLE ON THE NEW TRAFFIC LAW. 

City Council, at its last meeting, adopted au entire new set of 
traffic regulations and the street department ia now busily engaged 
in painting the streets thus designating the parking spaces as pro- 
vided by the new law. . . 

We have not as yet seen a copy of the new law and we suppose 
that, aside from the members of Council and the business men's com- 
mittee which framed the bill, there has no one learned its provisions. 
We venture that there is not a single member of the Police depart- 
ment who has familarized himself with the law. 

Automobile drivers who are supposed to obey the law's mandates 
and pedestrians who are supposed to know its provisions for self- 
protection arc entitled to know something about it. 

Cnder the charter of Third Class cities, it is not required that 
the ordainances be published before they become operative but the 
charter provides that they "may" be published. It may not be 
necessary to publish this new traffic ordinance in its entirety but 
we believe that the public is entitled to the information and we 
believe that the salient points should be published and should be 
published before the court acts under it. 

THE RIGHT TO WORK 

Senator Robinson refers scornfully to Attorney General Daugh- 
erty as "the heroic champion of the open shop." It is a reference 
that will not harm Mr. Daugherty at all. Every Federal official who 
has taken an oath to uphold the Constitution is also a champion of 
the open shop.

Lexington, Ky. — A tile drainage 
system installed at a cost of $32.02 an 
acre has enabled W. G. Duncan, who 
operates a farm near Grcnvllle, Muh- 
lenberg county, to convert one of the 
poorest pieces of his land Into the 
most productive, according to a report 
which he hub Just made on a demon- 
stration conducted in cooperation with 
the extension division o fthe College 
of Agriculture. 

Iiofore being drained the ten-acre 
field had a number of seepage spots 
and was so wet that many parts of it 
could not be cultivated I the spring. 
A portion of it wus drained naturally 
but despite this fact, the mujor part 
of the field wub extremely wet during 
most of the season because of the 
dense clay subsoil. Previous to drain- 
age, the field had never produced u 
crop yield that was large enough to 
pay for the cost of cultivation. 

Now that the field Is properly drain- 
ed, Mr. Duncan says that It is one of 
the best ones on the farm. A heavy 
orop of soybeans produced on it dur- 
ing the summer Is considered good 
evldenro that the drnlnage systom se- 
compllshed lu work The vulue of t It 
system was further demonstrated dur 
ing the early summer when no water 
wss left standing on the field nftor a
